De  FOREST  BOLMER 


HE  late  DeForest  Bolmer  was  essentially  a painter 
'of  marshlands,  for,  while  he  did  not  by  any  means 
confine  himself  entirely  to  such  themes,  finding  occa- 
sionally other  material  that  appealed  to  him,  it  was  in 
the  rendering  of  great  stretches  of  flat  lands,  topped 
by  vast  expanses  of  sky,  that  he  seemed  to  be  at  his 
best.  He  caught  unerringly  the  solemnity  of  these 
scenes;  he  gave  something  of  the  grandeur  of  nature, 
and  there  was  ever  the  twilight  mystery  hovering  over 
the  land  so  eminently  characteristic  of  that  particular 
country.  Studing  skies  seriously,  he  was  most  suc- 
cessful in  their  portrayal,  securing  aerial  perspective, 
charm  of  color  and  interesting  cloud  forms.  It  was 
a lyrical  note  he  sounded  a note  full  of  tenderness 
and  poetry,  of  deep  sentiment,  and  in  his  pictures  there 
was  that  suggestiveness  that  enabled  the  spectator  to 
enter  with  the  painter  into  his  scheme,  giving  as  it 
were,  a personal  interest  in  the  work.  These  pictures 
he  painted  along  the  coasts  of  New  Jersey,  Long 
Island  and  Massachusetts.  He  had  visited  the  paint- 
ers’ colonies  at  Gloucester  and  Cape  Ann,  and  he 
had  travelled  extensively  in  Europe,  lingering  long  in 
the  galleries  and  painting  foreign  scenes  with  enthu- 
siasm. 

Mr.  Bolmer  worked  considerably  with  his  friend, 
Edward  Gay,  N.A.,  with  whom  he  went  to  Egypt 
in  1890,  sketching  along  the  Nile  and  bringing  back 


work  of  much  interest;  yet,  after  all,  the  man  was 
better  when  he  was  painting  his  own  land,  particularly 
his  beloved  marshes,  and  the  exhibitions  of  the  Na- 
tional Academy  of  Design  testified  to  his  application 
and  fecundity.  An  agreeable  colorist,  with  a feeling 
for  deep,  rich  tones,  he  secured  considerable  brilliancy 
in  his  lights.  Very  personal,  too,  was  his  methods 
and  well  suited  to  the  things  he  portrayed.  His  art 
was  his  life,  for  he  had  never  married,  and  he  gave 
most  of  his  working  moments  to  the  effort  to  develop 
his  talent,  and  was  ever  keen  in  his  investigations  of 
nature’s  problems.  Mr.  Bolmer  was  practically  self- 
taught,  owing  allegiance  to  no  instructor,  though  he 
had  studied  extensively  the  works  of  the  masters  in 
the  galleries  of  Europe  for  many  years.  Yet  he  found 
his  inspiration  before  nature  in  the  open,  where,  by  the 
hour,  he  was  content  to  experiment  and  seek  to  obtain 
the  fleeting  expressions  of  sky  and  low-lying  land. 

The  result  of  his  searchings  was  a large  collection 
of  pictures  of  all  phases  of  the  day  and  evening,  and 
he  had  a charm  of  his  own  in  the  portrayal  of  such 
views,  a sincerity  and  an  earnestness  of  purpose  which 
may  not  be  mistaken.  His  simple  nature,  too,  did  not 
seek  recognition.  He  was  content  with  a moderate 
success  in  achieving  the  ends  he  sought,  and  so  there 
were  no  official  honors  that  came  his  way.  Having 
the  respect  of  his  fellows,  however,  he  sought  no  more. 
Fortunately  his  circumstances  permitted  him  to  work 
in  the  direction  that  pleased  him  most,  though  this 
immunity  from  financial  care  had  no  deteriorating 
effect  on  his  art,  on  the  contrary,  only  serving  to  spur 
him  on  to  renewed  efforts.  His  was  a delightful  tal- 


ent  that  told  of  the  earnestness  and  simplicity  of  the 
man,  and  in  these  offerings  he  would  be  a captious 
critic  who  could  not  find  great  charm  and  many  a can- 
vas that  carries  a singularly  serious  appeal.  His  death, 
which  occurred  on  the  seventh  of  June  last  and  was 
most  sudden,  caused  a distinct  loss,  and  this  exhibition 
has  a pathos  in  showing  a career  that  was  stopped 
untimely,  ending  a life  by  no  means  complete,  for  it  is 
obvious  the  man  had  much  more  to  say  and  might, 
had  he  been  spared  to  us,  have  accomplished  consid- 
erably more  and  have  told  further  of  the  beauties  of 
nature,  in  paint,  on  canvas.
